The City Council Held an 


Uninteresting Meeting 


Thursday Evening. 


MR, HAMER MOVES AGAIN 


Wants the Union Work Investigated to 


See if It is Being Done in Viola-' 


tion of the City Charter. A 


Committee Appointed 


Today. 


The adjourned meeting of the city coun- 


cil held Thursday evenir-, was tame 
compared to the meeting held Monday 
evening. Mr. Hamer had little to say and 
only introduced one order that had figh' 
underneath it. The council simply voted 
Mr. Hamer's motion and took all the wind 
out of the spread sails. 


It was thought that there would not be 


a quorum when the time to call the coun- 
cil to order had arrived. In a few minutes 
there was a quorum present, counting the 
president. The usual formalities were 
gone through and then the election re- 
turns were submitted to the council. 
They were afterwards received and the 
councilmen present signed them. 


A communication was received from 


Acting Mayor S. P. Thayer asking that 
the date of the orders to borrow $50,009 
and {5,000 be changed from April 1 to Oc- 
tober 1. The change was voted as asked. 
The money was not needed by the city 
and the loan was not contracted to begin 
April 1. The changing of the date to Oc- 
tober 1 will save the city the half a year's 
interest or. the sums. 


Mr. Haaier introduced the following 


order: "Order that there be a committee 
of three be appointed ta investigate the 
work being done in the Union, how much 
money is being expended and if it is be- 
ing done by proper authority and accord- 
ing to the charter, and if any understand- 
ing exists between the commissioner of 
public works and Houghton & Gallup 
as to whether they are to pay any of the 
expense." Mr. Hamer talked on his mo- 
tion and said that it had come to him that 
the work being done in the Union had 
already caused an expenditure exceeding 
£500, and that it was a violation of the 
provisions of the city charter to do work 
costing more than $500 by any other 
method than by contract. 


Mr. Hamer's motion was passed and the 


meeting adjourned without the committee 
being appointed. The motion made no 
provision for the appointing of the com- 
mittee. Today tho president of the coun- 
cil appointed Conncilmen Til ton, Hamer 
and Bice.

E. M. Meekins of this city has receatly 


had the honor of being made a member of 
the Society of Colonial Wars of Massachu- 
setts, and BO becomes the first member of 
that society in North Adams. Eligibility 
to the society requires that one must 
be lineally descended from some officer, 
soldier or sailor in the military forces of 
Great Britain in any of the colonial wars, 
or from some oflice-holder in any colon- 
ial government from May 13,1607 to April 
19,177o. 


Mr. Meekins has been able to trace his 


ancestry back 
nine 
generations, to 


Thomas Meekins who came to this coun- 
try from England in 1635, and who was a 
deputy to the general court at Boston 
from the town of Braintree, Mass., in 1644, 
as recorded in the Massachusetts state 
records. He died at Hatfield in 1687. This 
ancestral office-holder left as one of his 
legacies 
to 
future 
generations 
of 


descendants the full right of member- 
ship to the Society of Colonial Wars. It 
was a son of this Thomas Meekins 
I Thomas, Jr.,} who was killed at Hadlay, 
October 19,1667, while acting as leader of 
ten scouts sent out against a party of 
King Philip's warricra. 


The Meekins family has long had its 


home in the Connecticut valley about 
Northampton, Williamshurg and Hat- 
field, where it is honored and respected as 
being one of the oldest and best. The 
immigrant from there to North Adams 
sustains the family reputation, and the 
Colonial society wlll'teatify as to his an_ 
cestry.

An injury sustained six weeks ago ./y

He was unable to give 
her the encouragement she had hoped for 
and she then decided to visit Dr. Sweet of 
Amsterdam, N. Y., the famous bone set- 
ter, whose services have been very bene- 
ficial to several people in this city who 
have found help at his bands when fail- 
ing elsewhere. 


But Mrs. Briggs' injury is a T)et'uliar 


one and even Dr, Sweet was pu*led to 
tell what the outcome will be. 
The 


trouble is not with the bones, but with 
the cords and ligaments, and therefore 
there is not the field for the exercise of 
Dr. Sweet's special skill that there would 
be if it were fracture or displacement of 
the bones. Dr. Sweet examined the arm 
carefully and pronounced it a very serious 


Oase. He could do nothing for Mrs. Briggs 
by a single treatment and advised her to 
go to Amsterdam and remain for a time, 
that he may treat the arm daily and care- 
fully note the results. Dr. Sweet nays if 
help is not procured soon the arm will 
wither and its use be permanently lost. 


This announcement is very distressing to 


Mrs. Briggs and her family and frlendsi 
and it is earnestly to be hoped that such a 
calamity may be averted. Mrs. Briggs 
returned from Amsterdam Thursday night 
to mase arrangements to go back and 
place herself in the care of Dr. Sweet un~ 
til such time as he can determine whether 
he can help her or not. It is the hope of 
all who know her that her arm may be 
materially benefited, if not entirely re- 
stored to its normal condition.
